Archbishop of Paris, today voluntarily 
vacated the episcopal palace and tem- 
porarily accepted the hospitality of 


. Denys Cachin, the Conservative Dep- 


uty, 
at the latter's residence in the 


Rue de Babylone. 
The 'departure o£ 


• the primate was the occasion for an 
. Imposing manifestation on the part 


o* the majority of the bishops and 
priests of Paris, many members of the 
nobility and about 4000 men, women 
and children. 


Ths gathering completely blocked the 


street In front of the Episcopal Palace, 
and those present sang the credo ancl 


; other canticles as the cardinal was aa- 
'slsted into his carriage by the coad- 
"jutor archbishop Mgr. Amiette and his 
two vicars general. The crowd knelt 
and chanted as the cardinal seated 
himself In the vehicle. The venerable 
prelate, who was much affected, then 
arose and blessed the multitude. 


A number of young Catholics there- 


upon -approached the carriage, de- 
tatched the horses and with difficulty 
dragged it through the dense masses 
of people lining the streets. 
On all 


sides were heard cries of "Long live 
Plus X." and "Long live the cardinal." 


About three-quarters of an hour 


were consumed in pulling the carriage 
from the palace to the residence of 
M. Cochin, a distance of about one 
mile. WDetachments of mounted He- 
publican Guards' preceded and followed 
the procession In order to prevent any 
possible disorder, but there was not 
the slightest attempt on the part of 
the crowds to make any counter mani- 
festation. 


The clerical crowd subsequently fol- 


lowed Mgr. Amiette to the Church of 
St. Franois Xavier, where the coadju- 
tor celebated a benediction service at 
the end of w^iich he thanked those 
present for the sentiments they had 
manifested and exhorted them to per- 
severe in their attitude in defense ot 
the rights of the Church.

Dabner, the self-confessed

murderer, today pleaded guilty before 
Superior Judge Carroll 
Cook.

plea was entered not only against the 
advice of his attorneys, whose services 
he coldly dispensed with, but against 
th& offer of Judge Cook to procure him 
other counsel or to protect his rights 
n case of appeal. ' 


The motive assigned for Dabner's 


action by James L. Taafe, by whom he 
was represented today, was that he Is 
possessed of a vain hope of turning 
states evidence against his partner in 
crime. John Slemsen, and thus receive 
a penalty less severe tban. hanging.

The innocent practice, by the way 


once got -William IV, when duke of 
Clarence, into trouble 
The duke, dur- 


ing a visit to Canada, crossed over 
Into the State of Vermont and call«a 
at a barber's shop to be shaved. The 
barber's wife chancing to look In Just 
as the prince was rising from the 
operating chair, he greeted her -vlth a 
hearty, sailor-like kiss, remarking to 
the astonished lady: "There! Now 
tell your countrywomen that the son 
of the king of England has given a 
royal kiss to a Yankee barber's wife." 
Whatever solace 
this 
information 


brought to the lady's ruffled feelings 
her husband did not appreciate the 
honor accorded to his spouse. Seizing 
the duke by the shoulders, -with the 
adroit assistance of a No 9 boot, he 
bur died him out of the shop with the 
parting shot: 'There!

perishable 


food, and are. very bulky compared 
to the amount of" nourishment they 
contain, so that it is costly to impoit 
them in large quantities and difficult 
to keep them.

that an effort should be made to se- 
cure them a more ample supply of 
their favorite food, and so directed;

The superintendent having Imme- 


diate charge of one gang of men at 
the Colon reservoir stated that he en- 
deavored to get them to substitute

all people competent to speak that on 
no other similar work anywhere in the 
tiopics— indeed, as far as I know, any- 
where else — has there been such fore- 
thought and such success achieved in 
providing for tile needs of the men who 
do the work. 


THE ACTUAL WORK. 


I have now dealt with the hygienic con- 


ditions- which make it possible to employ 
a great force of laborers, and with the 
task of gathering, housing, and feeding 
these laborers. 
There remains to con- 
sider the actual work which lias to be 
Uone: the woik because of which these 
laborers are gathered together — the work 
of constructing the canal. This is under 
the direct control of the chief engineer, 
Mr. Stevens, who has already shown ad- 
mirable results, and whom we can safely 
trust to achieve similar results 
future.

Our people found on the Isthmus a cer- 
tain amount of old French material and 


of 


blast. At another place I was given a 
Presidential salute of '21 charges of dyna- 
mite. On the top notch of the Culebra 
cut the prism Is now as wide as it will 
be; all told, the canal bed at this point 
has now been sunk about 200 feet below 
what It originally was. 
It will have to 
be sunk about 130 feet farther. Through- 
out the cut the drilling, blasting, shovel- 
ing, and hauling are going on with con- 
stantly increasing energy, the huge shov- 
els being pressed up. as if they were 
mountain howitzers, into the most un- 
likely looking places, where they eat 
their way into the hillsides. 


BETTER RAILWAYS. 


The most ad\anc^d methods, not only 


in construction, but in railroad manage- 
ment, have been applied in the zone, 
v, 1th corresponding economies in time 
and 


equipment which could be used. Some of|tjon 
it, in audition, could be sold as scrap iron. - 
Some could be used for furnishing the 
foundation for filling in. For much no 
possible use could be devised that would 
not cost more than it would bring in. 


WORK OF CONSTRUCTION. 


The work is now going on with a vigor 
and efficiency pleasant to witness. The 
three big problems of the canal are the 
I^a Coca dams, the Gatun dam, and the 
Culebra cut. 
The Culbera cut must be 
made, anyhow; but of course changes as 
to the dams, or at least as to the locks 
adjacent to th* dams, may still occur. 
La Boca 4ams offer no particular 


auu cost. This has been shown in the 
handling of the tonnage from ships into 
cars and from cars Into ships on the 
Panama railroad, where, thanks largely 
to the efficiency 
of General Manager 


Bierd. the saving in time and cost has 
been noteworthy. My examination tend- 
ed to show that some of the departments 
had (doubtless necessarily) become over- 
developed, and could now be reduced or 
subordinated without impairment ol ef- 
ficiency and with a saving ofc05';™,?

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The Religious Revolution in France. 


The comparatively few disturbances attending the enforcement 


of the associations law prescribing the conditions under which pub- 
lic worship shall be celebrated in France indicates that the issue 
between the French Government and the Holy See will be adjusted 
without a resort to bloodshed or the evil consequences feared when 
it became known that the Supreme Pontiff had forbidden the French 
clergy to submit thcm.sdvcs to the law \\ithout question. 
There 


were a few disturbances but none of them serious, and the tone of 
the French press in dealing with the matter shows that the appre- 
hension and excitement are subsiding. The government is proceed- 
ing with its drastic measures in a tactful and conciliatory way, and 
dealing with persons who attend the churches with intent to create 
disturbance hostile to the clergy with stern promptness. 


Apparently the intention of the Tope was not to counsel N lolence 


or resistance in the physical sense. The protest he voiced against 
the proceedings instituted b> the Clcmenceau ministry was moral 
and not insurrectionary. His instruction, in the light of fuller in- 
formation, appears to have meant that the clergy and their parish- 
ioners were not to appear as willingly and voluntarily submitting 
to the law, but to submit only to a show of force—that is, to submit 
under compulsion, not to cam 
their resistance to the extreme of 


\'iolence. 
'.therefore the enforcement of the law has been attended 


by, a mere show of force, the pastors and their flocks generally 
yielding under compulsion. So the government is cam ing its 
point for the present, but the church i-, unconscntmg and has made 
formal protest as the basis of an appeal to popular sentiment for a 
reversal of the radical policy of Clemenceau and his associates. 


The real point of the contro\ersy is \\hethcr the Papacy shall 


be regarded as a spiritual authority in FrSnce whether it shall ha\ e 
any voice in the government and temporal affairs of the French 
church, whether the clergy and congregations of the CdMic church j 
shall be under the control and discipline of the central authoritv 
in Rome. It w i l l be seen that the issue imohes the \ a h d i u of the 
doctrine that the Catholic Church is the uimcisal church, \ \ i t h the 
Bishop of Koine as its supreme and go\crnmg lu-ad. 


The Clemenceau 
administration is determined lo ignore the 


Pope in dealing with French Catholics, to assume that he is a for- 
eigner without right to have a \oire in chinch affaiis m France. 
The churches and the buildings and grounds attached theieto and i 
appurtenant to religious observance, are the pioperty of the state, 
and the priesUs and their congregations (Touch subjects. The Pope 
is an outsider and a foreigner not at all to be considered. 
That is 


, the Clcmenctaii doctrine, and it is upon this fundamental concept 


i that a system of religious celebration has been dc\ ised that is in- 
tended to cut the church in France off from the See of Rome and 
remove it from the jurisdiction of the Papal Lonsiston .

My Dear Doctor Gorgas: 
Following our most interesting: tlr-ee 
days' association on-the Isthmus, I am 
wr'lting you more fully than I had time 
0 express personally my Impressions of 
vour great work. If you find any of my 
suggestions of service, I shall be amply 
repaid for my trouble; if not, the waste- 
>asket may receive thia letter, and there 
will be no harm done. 
My wish !•) to give all that in me ll^s. 


however little it may be, to the end 
tha.t this great work may be brought to 
a successful completion at as early a. 
date as possible. 
The -work done by 
the sanitary department Is 
most 
en- 
couraging—the practical elimination of 
:he mosquito-borne diseases; the clear 
showing that the climate Is more satis- 
ractory for the white men than the col- 
ored, and this would not be the case, 
f the colored men had even the knowl- 
edge of personal hygiene that our ne- 
groes have; the water and food supply 
most satisfactory, only requiring that 
energetic supervision that It requires 
everywhere in tropical countries. What 
else Is required? In my opinion the re- 
ply Is personal hygl«no backed up by 
eternal vigilance 
to prevent Infection 


from near-by Infected parts, and the 
carrying on of the good work of clear- 
ing up and keeping clean 
with 
thoro 
drainage, and upon no condition allow- 
ing a body of men to ba-brought together 
and quartered without suitable provi- 
sions having been made beforehand. 
The worst showing in your departnr*n# 


was from want of such provision, which, 
as suggested by the President, might be 
as temporary as you please, but certainly 
such provisions should have been ample. 
1 have had similar conditions to contend 


WHITES DIED. 


Your October report Is most interest- 
ing. 
Of the 5500 white^ on the rolls 
there were only two deaths from, dis- 
eases, whereas 
of the 
19.000 negroes 
there were ninety-six deaths, or In a 
population of negroes a little less than 
three and one-half times that of the 
whites there were forty-eight times the 
number of deaths. This is an enormous 
difference, and is due to the way the 
negro cares for himself. 


My visit with the President clearly 
demonstrates how these negroes live, 
and I am of the opinion that here lies 
your principal .work—to 
convince 
the 


Commission that their mode of living 
should be kept under observation and al- 
tered at any cost. 
The preparation of 
their food in the tropics in filthy ves- 
sels, over a few coals, in mud holes, and 
their custom of having In 
many 
In- 
stances only a single suit of clothes in 
which they work during the day and 
sleep at night, leaves no hope of Im- 
provement until some means are pro- 
vided for compulsory personal hygiene. 
How to accomplish this Is like teaching 
the hog to change his beloved hog wallow. 
The necessity is great that ample and 
effective labor be provided, and men Jiv- 
ing as some of tnese Barbados and Jam- 
aica negroes live can not be but ex- 
pensive even if they worked for nothing 
Just to refer to jour October report of 
deaths' among the employees of the Canal 
Commission and the' Panama Railroad 
Company—of the 
total 
of deaths of 


ninety-nine,, forty-eight were Barbados 
and nineteen Jamaica negroes, and all 
other employees gave only 
thirty-two 
deaths. 
Every sick man Is an expense, 
and the number Ifi undoubtedly as great 
in proportion as the number of deaths 
The remedy for this should be. In my 
opinion, to provide suitable negro eating 
houses, and the pay to be so much and 
board, no option being given to the la- 
borer. 
This would seem to be a hard- 
ship where there were families, but It 
is more than offset by the improvement 
which would follow in effective 
work. 
The importance of dry 
clothes 
when 


sleeping should be drilled into them by 
their immediate gang bosp. If they can 
not be taught, then one should look else- 
where for labor, preferably from our own 
people, and I believe that when they 
know the exact conditions which prevail 
In the Zone there will be plenty of those 
to do the work. 


PROBLEM SOLVED. 


In fact, I believe that in less than a 
year the work on this enterprise will 
be sought for even more than the work 
now seeks the laborer. Why should not 
this be so? 
The sanitary problem la 


solved, and the health conditions for tha 
white and others who are willing to live 
in a civilized way will remain as good 
if not better than in most sections of 
the United States. The bachelor labor- 
ing men, get fifty per cent more pay. 
will be provided a comfortable lodging 
place and adequate and well-cooked food; 
the man with a. family has a comfortabl* 
home for his wife and children, with 
white and colored schools and no rent 
to pay. 
What else doesi a man want 
who must earn Ills bread by the sweat 
of his brow? What an opportunity for 
the southern negro! 
In my opinion, if 
they only knew what opportunities there 
are on the Isthmus, labor could be obtain- 
ed In scores from the Southern States, 
many of them immune to danger from 
the mosqulta-borne disease. 
The President's visit and Interest will 
bring this more clearly before the peo- 
ple, and I hope and believe that there 
will be a rush for work on the canal 
by the better class of laboring men, but 
do not let them -find such accommoda- 
tions as the woist you showed us-—n. 
leaky roof, a dirty canvas bunk, and 
walls not whitewasht. 
Such conditions 
are unnecessary, and are easily and 
cheaply remedied, and does away with 
furnishing the croaker 
and 
mischief- 
maker even a semblance of a basis of a 
bad 'report. 


The remarkable 
showing that in a 
community of 6000 Americans, composed 
of women and 
children, none died in 
September or October is wonderful, and 
goes to prove that the Canal Zone in 
health conditions is more than the equal 
of other localities in any climate. 


Following the President In an inspec- 
tion, the most searching and painstaking 
I have ever witnessed, into every phase 
of this greatest work of building thi'/ 
waterway from ocean to ocean, I was 
concerned in all that specifically pertain- 
ed to my profession, and I made up my 
mind to give you my Impressions for 
your personal consideration. My pride in 
our profession and my desire to do my 
mite to the great work must be my ex- 
cuse for writing you thus fully, but I 
am doing as I would be done by.

NEGRO LABORERS 
APPENDIX 7. 
Isthmian Canal Affairs, Office of Admin- 
istration. Panama Canal Building, 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 5, 1906. 
Mr. Dear Mr. President: I have before 
me your letters ot November-27 and De- 
cember 3, relating, In general, to the 
labor situation on the Isthmus, and more 
to the care of the negro 


With reference to your suggestion that 
it would be wise to make all the prepara- 
t^on in advance of the arrival of tho 
men, 
it may be stated that it has been 
the general underlying policy to provide 
quarters befjre the arrival of the labor- 
ers: but during the period when the force 
was being assembled It occurred that 
the number of laborers did. In some in- 
stances, exceed the number of quarters 
of a proper hygienic character. Instruc- 
tions have now, however, been Issued 
that even If such action shall have the 
effect of at times reducing the labor force 
below the desired minimum, no laborers 
shall be brought in until quarters of a 
proper character have first been provided. 
With reference to your second sugges- 
tion or inquiry as to whether or not we 
are pretty nearly in condition to make 
an effort to brinj? our labor down to the 
isthmus, my impression. Is that the sani- 
tary conditions are such on the ijsthmua 
that we would be warranted in extending 
an invitation for unskilled labor from the 
United States. 


OCTOBER RTPORT. 


The report of the chli'f sanitary officer 
for the month of October shows a con- 
tinually decreasing death rate among both 
the Americans and thi-» negro employes. 
During that month of ihe 55!X> whites on 
the rolls only two died from disease, 
and of the 19,000 negroes 86 died from 
diseaie. Among the 6000 Americans on 
toe Isthmus, Including women and chil- 
dren, no death from disease occurred dur- 
ing the three months preceding October 
30. Further, with a g-eneral average of 
800 •unskilled laborers native of Spain on 
the isthmus since March 1, only on« his 
died from disease. With such a satisfac- 
tory showing as Is afforded by the actual 
statistics for the past few months,. I 
am'inclin«l to the opinion that we would 
be warranted in extending Invitations for 
unskilled labor from the United States, 
dependent, however, upon the execution 
of the policy outlined In the foregolngr 
paragraph, that proper quarters be flr».t 
provided. ' 
With reference to . the feeding of • th« 
colored laborers and to the wicectioiM 
relating: thereto In your letter*, that we 
ret up government messes, importing, 
if necesnry, man and wife trom the 
West India Islands to do the cookrag and 
caring for the messes, and forcing, the 
negroes to eat at the messes. I bet to 
say that Instructions were issued while 
you were on the Isthmus not only to 
install sufficient facilities for the furnish- 
ing- of cooked meals at 10 cents e«ctt, 
but that a. ration be offered for aale In 
the commissary stones, the constituent 
parts of which shall be the same u 
Sf coekfd meal, the price Axed to be 


With respect to your request that a. 
report be ma-ie relative to a more ample 
supply of yams tor the colored laborers, 
I beg to say that while you were on the 
Isthmus purchase orders were placed by 
cable for an increased supply of yams 
and other W< st Indian products, and that 
meantime thi subsistence department has 
been able to meet the demands for this 
class of food stuff with what is was able 
to command uid obtain on the isthmus. 


BLACK SICK RATE. 


With respf ct lo your statement that 


the very large sick rate among the 
negroes seems to show that an effort 
should be nude to teach them some of 
the 
principles 
of 
personal 
hygiene— 
notably, hav.ng one suit of undercloth- 
ing to work in and another to sleep in 
—and vour inquiry whether or not a 
plan 
embodving this 
feature can be 


formulated anfl an effort made to op- 
erate it. I teg to say that some tim« 
ago because of the prevalence of pneu- 
monla amoni; the negroes, the question 
r 
arose of finishing t*Is class of labor 
on arrival with a suit of underclothing; 
and a light blanket. 
It was the con- 
sensus of opinion that such a policy, 
If possible of proper execution, would 
bring deslrahle results. t»ut It was not 
felt that the Commission was author- 
ized to furnish this extra suit of clott- 
ing gratis. 
Furthermore, such action 


would possibly be the first step toward 
clothing the employes. 
We were not 


In a position to force the twenty or 
twenty-five thousand negro laborers si- 
ready on th" Isthmus to purchase such 
additional clothing, although it might b« 
made a condition in future labor con- 
tracts. 
It has been ascertained that a nrt* 


percentage of the arriving laborer! ara 
already supplied with a cfiange of un- 
derclothing, and do change their olothes 
frequently, and it must be admitted th»t 
If all of th<m were supplied with such 
extra suit. It would be extremely difficult 
to enforce c'langes of clothing at proper 
intervals If the laborers were not In- 
clined so to do after being advised of 
the beneficial effects thereof. 


PERSONAL HYGIENE. 


This matter will, however, be tftksa 


up de novo, with a view of Instilling IB

Two of these, at Culebra and Em- 


pire, will be ready for use early In 1907. 
The' four structures are alike in design. 
Thev provlce a front building of two 
stories connected with a rear building 
ot one stors. The front building, which 
will be 1S3 feet by 45 feet, will contain 
a social parlor, a card room, a billiard 
and a writ'ng room on the first floor, 
and an assembly hall. 6< feet by 27 feet, 
free from iny columns to break the 
dancing spa'e, on the second floor. The 
rear bulldin,-. which will be 100 feet by 
"S feet, will contain double bowling al- 
levs 100 feet long, a gymnasium 62 feet 
long, shower baths, and over a hundred 
single lockers. 


WITH Y. M. C. A. 


A comprehensive plan has been de- 


vised whereby the Commission, working 
in conjunction with the Young Men's 
Christian Association, will manage these 
and other similar buildings In the chief 
labor centers. 
Each club will have a 
board of directors selected from Its own 
membership, but all clubs will be under 
the control, so far as broad principles 
are concern id, of a general board to be 
selected by the Commission.

lias been given by the Commission for

by placing a galvanized Iron-bucket in a 
fly-proof box at ranged in a convenient 
building. 
The bucket Is emptied and 
cleaned nightly. 


Of couise, with the ordinary machinery, 
and the very unreliable labor we have to 
deal with, and the shortage of labor that 
frequently exists, it is bound to occur 
that now and then a bucket will not DG 
emptied, but 
this very rarely occurs. 
You will EPS from the report that on this 
particular inspection not a single bucket 
was found unemptted. though it does oc- 
cur every now and then. The system, I 
think, is a very safe, good, and sanitary 
system, and no sanitary harm is caused 
from these occasional accidents. 
The system of emptying buckets is as 
follows: The area is divided up Into sec- 
tions so that two negro scavengers are 
assigned from 50 to 80 buckets. accord- 
Ing to distance from point of disposal. 
According to area every six scavengers 
have a negro foreman who supervises 
them. 
These negro foremen are under 
white Inspectors. 
Each white Inspector 
la required to go about his district and1 
inspect every closet once daily. 
This 
white Inspector makes a dally report 
to the chtof inspector of the District re- 
garding the condition of the pit and pail 
closets. 
All pit and pail 
closets 
are 
cleaned and 
TV ashed daily. 
Upon our taking over the buildings 


from the French, we found the bucket 
system Installed in the hospitals, the 
public buildings, and the better class of 
white houses. In the barracks and other 
buildings no provision was made for the 
disposal of night soil. 
The Individuals 
were expected to care for themselves in 
this respect and used the neighboring 
jungle for this purpose. 
From my personal knowledge and fre- 
quent inspections (for the past two years 
I have been out at least twice a week in- 
specting this and other sanitary matters, 
and every time I go out I Inspect some 
closets) I am confident that the dis- 
posal of night soil is well looked after, 
and that the general conditions in this 
respect are entirely sanitary. The con- 
ditions as found according to the in- 
closed report. I think, will bear me out 
in this statement. 
In the particular case at house No. 61, 
at Empire, where the President 
found 
the buckets fllled, upon investigation I 
find that the buckets 
had 
not been 
emptied the previous night. The foreman 
stated that they had been. He acknowl- 
edged afterwards 
that he was lying 
This building contained 24 white em- 
ployees and had five buckets, which is 
an ample allowance. In my recommenda- 
tion I 
have advised one bucket to 10 
men'. This I hove found sufficient. There 
had never been any complaint of Insani- 
tary conditions of this closet from any- 
body concerned, either to the inspector 
or to anyone 
else In authority. 
The 
white foreman In charge of the negro 
foreman in this district, and who nas 
been In charge of this district about 
three weeks, tells me that this is the first 
time since he has been In charge that 
this particular 
closet 
had 
not been 
emptied during the night. The President 
will remember that during the preceding 
night there had been an unusual rain- 
fall, such as had .not occurred on 
the 
Isthmus before In several years. 
As the President ordered, six 
addi- 


tional buckets have already been installed. 
Sewerage 
connections are being made, 
and within a few days water-closets will 
be in this house.

A little time has been required to check 
up all of the leases 
now outstanding, 
hence the delay. But I now beg to advise 
that- 
First. No lands belonging to the Pana- 
ma Railroad have been sold to any of- 
ficial of either the Commission or the 
railroad company, or to any employee of 
either of them. 
The only land or lots 


of any description sold by the railroad 
company were sold many years ago— 
one lot to the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, upon which their office stands; 
a sea frontage of half a lot to the Royal 
Mall Steam Packet Company, upon which 
their office stands and to which their 
pier adjoins, and one lot upon which is 
located the residence of their general 
agent In Colon 
Tha Panamanian Government owns 88 
lots on Manzanlllo Island which they 
own and reserved to themselves when 
the other lands were transferred to the 
railroad company by the Colombian Gov- 
ernment. 
In Panama a large number of lots in 
past years have been sold, exchanged, 
and transferred, 
but no such sale or 
transfer of property has been made by 
the railroad company during your ad- 
ministration 
as 
vlce-piesident 
of the 
railroad, or, in fact, none In recent years. 
Second. As to any iand£ or property 


of any description on the Isthmus leased 
to officials of either the Commission or 
the railroad by the Pa.nama Railroad, I 
have to advise you that there are only 
two such lots. 
There are two Bolivar 
street lots that were leased to Mr. Yung, 
our present land agent, 
about 
seven 
months ago. These are In no way choice 
lots and have no particular value. 
They 
are lots located in what Is known as the 
"Fire Zone"—a strip of land bordering 
the company's docks and houses and 
commissary to protect the property In 
event of fire in adjacent buildings. 
No buildings have ever been erected on 
these lots or in this "Fire Zone" in re- 
cent years, and when 
the 
lots were* 
leased to Mr. Yung It was with the'un- 
derstanding that he should not build 
upon them until such time as ample fire 
protection, In the way of water supply, 
etc., was furnished and had In Colon. 
Mr. Yung has paid his rental regularly 
In advance on these lots, but has never 
received one dollar of income from them 
and will not receive any such income 
until he is permitted to build on them.
